BURTON OPLNLY 
CBARGES TREACHERY 


New York, Nov. 3.—H. L. Bridgman, 


secretary of the Peary Arctic club, re- 
ceived 
advices- 
from 
Commander 


Peary showing that the explorer failed 
to reach the north pole, but that he 
made the farthest record north, 87 
degrees 6 minutes, which is within 
about 203 miles of the pole. 


Commander Peary's polar steam- 


ship left New York in search of the 
north pole July 16, 1905. The vessel, 
for which funds were furnished by 
the Arctic club of New York, cost 
about $100,000, and had a crew of 20 
men under Captain Bartlett. Com- 
mander Peary did not go with the 
ship from New York, but joined it at 
Sydney, Cape Breton, where Peary 
took on coal and additional supplies, 
and left Sydney July 26 for the dash 
toward the pole. 


When nothing was heard from the 


expedition by July friends of the Arc- 
tic explorer, who expected a message 
of some kind by June, began to be 
worried. This idea was not shared by 
the Arctic club, which "did not expect 
to hear from Peary until October Or 
November. It was explained that his 
only way of getting news from the 
north was by whaling ships. 


In an interview before he left New 


York Commander Peary expressed 
confidence in the success of the yen- 
ture. He explained that nearly all the 
men accompanying him were mem- 
bers of former Arctic expeditions and 
thoroughly familiar with the work.

Twillingate, N. F., is as follows:

Grantland, somewhat north Alert win- 
ter quarters. Went north with sledges * 
February via Heckla and Columbia. 
Delayed by open water between 84 
and 85 degree. Beyond 85 six days. 
Gale disrupted ice, destroyed caches, 
cut off communication with support- 
ing bodies and drifted due east.

Ravages of Consumption In the Navy. 


Offensive Malady In Guam. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—The report of 


Admiral Rixpy, surgeon general of the 
navy, shows that in 1905 the number 
of tuberculosis cases in the service 
was 243, which is 66.1 per 1,000. In 
1895 the ratio was 3.2. Practically all 
cases are pulmonary tuberculosis.
